In commissioning His disciples to preach the Gospel to every nation; He 
eommanded them to “baptize them in the name of the Father, and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost.” (Matt. xxviii 10). There can’ be no doubt 
that all the requirements of the Gospel of Jesus Christ are for a wise and 
beneficial purpose, and that there are most consistent reasons for their 
observance; though we may not fully understand those reasons. That the 
sacrament of the Lord's Supper is a very suitable memorial to keep ‘in 
mind what the Savior has done for mankind is no doubt apparent to ail, 
for it is quite in keeping with man's natural desire to perpetuate the 
recollection of heroic deeds. Both civilized and uncivilized peoples seem 
to have a natural instinct to erect monuments in memory of great achiéve- 
ments, or observe certain ceremonies to celebrate important events.

to rank among our best citizens. Many of them were originally from 
Europe, a good many from Wales, some from Denmark, some from Ger- 
mnny; in fact, they represent most of the nations of Europe, there being 
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here: by the ‘Church, each individual, however, paying his oon fare; and 
located on land which they take under our homestead laws. They declare 
their intentions of becoming citizens of the United States and then settle 
on these lands. Of course, they are poor at first. Some of them are also 
illiterate, but their condition is far better than it was in the country from 
which they’ were brought. ‘They usually settle in colonies, like natiqnali- 
ties, together. 

Salt Lake City, which is the Mecca of the Mormon Church, is a beautiful 
city, and there are a great many brilliant and highly eulcured men and 
women in that city who belong to the Mormon faith. 

In this age, the average man and woman, especially in America are 
inclined to doubt what Christian people term ‘revelation: Many people 
have doubts regarding the Book of Mormon. Why should they not doubt 
that, the same as they doubt the’ Hol ly Biblet In this Ore? there are 
many doubters on all subjects. 

The first thing which caused a prejodios against the Morin religion 
was their belief in plural marriage. At the time they first settled what is 
now Utah, they were a community by themselves, remote from people of 
different ien on religious matters; but as communication Ws 
lished by rail between Utah and the more thickly settled States of the 
Union, business interests took a great many Gentiles of all the various 
creeds into that country, and business and political rivalry. as much as 
anything else impelled the new comers to raise a hue and cry against 
polygamy. The Mormon. people stood up for their faith for a long. time, 
until finally one of their apostles,—I believe, in fact, the president. of the 
church,—had a. revelation, which was. promulgated among the peo; 
declaring that it was the will of the Lord that they should no longer 1 marry 
more than one wife. This occurred some five or six years ago, and I be- 
lieve that as 8 people they are conscientiously living up to that revelation. 

I was raised by North of Ireland parents in the old school Presbyterian 
Church, consequently 1 believe that I can give the Mormon people an 
unprejudiced recommendation. My experience among them, and my 

nformation as to the workings of their Church organization, have led me 
to believe that for practical Christian results, they have the best’ organisa-
